Newport, R. I., Aug. 16.—[Special. }—New- 
port has for twenty-four hours been at the 
mercy of the elements. So has Narragansett 
Pier. Three thunder showers, the most vio- 
lent within memory, made this section of 
Narragansett Bay their objective point, and 
the damage can be counted by tens of thou- 
sands of dollars. ; 1 

Jamestown, the resort a mile across New- 
port harbor, caught it this morning when the 
Hotel Thorndyke, one of the town’s three 
biggest hostelries, had the south and west 
sides of its tower ripped off. At the same 
time Thorndyke Cottage No. 3 was struck, 
causing shingles and plastering to fly in all 
directions. The inmates were stunned, one 
of the women having her Spectacles knocked 
off. A horse in front of the hotel was 
stripped of his harness. All the telephone 
wires were burned out. 

At Narragansett Pier the big barn be- 
longing to John Perry, restaurantkeeper. 
was burned to the ground, with forty tons 
of hay. The loss ts $7,000; partly insured. 
Chanler’s Hotel, just behind the fine villa of 
Francis Kinney, cigaret manufacturer, was 
struck, but.no damage was done, beyond 
tearing out the wires on which the current 
entered. Newport did not suffer so severely 
today as on Sunday afternoon, although 
most of the cellars in the business section 
had water two feet deep. It was a tropical 
downpour that the sewers could not hold, 
most of the highways being full of holes. 

W. H. Morrison's unoceupied house at 
Aquidneck was burned to the ground, mud 
stopping the valves of the steamer assigned 
there. The loss is $18,000; fully insured. 

F. A. Smith's barn, near by, was also 
burned. 

The steeple of Belmont Memorial Church, 
Island Cemetery, erected by Mr. and. Mrs. 


August Belmont, was knocked off, and the 


musicians’ quarters at Fort Adams were 
struck. Workmen at the Polo Field of the 
Newport Country club were about to take 


shelter under a tent when the wind took 
it up and dropped it several rods away. At 
Coddington Point a bolt struck the water. 
Lightning danced about on the wires, and 
many sparrows and pigeons were killed by 
flying against them. The running of the 
street cars was suspended for three hours. 
The golf grounds are now in the condition of 


swamp. So great a crowd sought, shelter at 
Easton’s Beach pathing pavilion that the 
floor of a piazza fell in, but no one was in- 
jured. Two yachts broke from their moor- 
ings, and Captain Allen, lightkeeper at 
Whale Rock, would have been drowned had 
he not jumped from his boat to a life raft. 
Signs and blinds were torn off by the dozen. 
It is little short of miraculous that no per- 
sons were hurt. It now looks as if the storm 
might delay the opening of the annual 
tourney of the National Lawn Tennis asso-

The cashier was for a long time, head 
bookkeeper, and afterwards casmier, tor 
Phelps, Dodge & Palmer. He lived with his 
wife and three children at 330 Pease place, 
Oak Park, where he is widely known and 
popular. He is a member of the Baptist 
church in Oak Park, and never before Wes 
accused of any kind of wrongdoing. He is 
40 years old, and has been with Phelps, 
Dodge & Palmer since he was 15. 

Says He Took the Money. 

In speaking of his defalcation, Colekin 
said last night in St. Paul: 

Tes, I took the money. I took it a little 
at a time until the amount grew so large 
I could not repay it. Then they began an 
investigation, and I thought the best thing 
I could do would be to go away and see if 
I could not do better. 

I have been with that company twenty- 
five years. I was paid only $1,200.a year for 
doing the work. My predecessor got $3,500 
a year, and when they made me cashier 
they kept me on my old salary as bookkeep- 
er. They used to give me $1,400, but two 
yeirs ago cut me to $1,200. 

„I had a home built, which cost me $6,000, 
but I was unable to meet the payments on 
it, and lost my home.“ 

Mrs. Colekin Talks. 

Mrs. Colekin said last night that she 
thought her husband’s troubles, coupled 
with overwork, had deranged his mind and 
been the cause of his peculations. 

„Mr. Phelps assured me my husband had 
taken only about 581,000,“ said Mrs. Cole- 
kin. My husband’s father and I figured it 
up, and found that $1,000 was just the 
amount Mr. Colekin had lost since the firm 
red his salary several years ago from 
$1,400 to $1,200 a year. Mr. Colekin’s pre- 
decessor received, I think, $3,300 a year, and 
when he was promoted from head book- 
keeper to cashier, he expected to receive the 
same salary. Instead of that, he received 
only $1,400, the amount he had received 
as bookkeeper. Mr. Colekin felt deeply 
hurt at what he considered a deep injustice, 
and when the firm went farther and cut 
the $1,400 to $1,200 he worried and brooded 
over the matter until I am certain it affected 
his mind. : 

They Lose Their Home. 

“ Relying on the $1,400 he was at that time 
receiving, and continually expecting an in- 
crease in salary, he began building a house 
and incurring other debts which he could 
easily have met had his salary not been re- 
duced. We lost the home we had hoped to 
have and the other debts pressed cruelly on 
my husband. He had worked so long and 
faithfully for the firm that he could not get 
over what he considered their ingratitude. 
Besides this, he had for months worked un- 
til late into the night over his books, and Mis

Early last evening, at his father’s 
request, the boy returned to the hospital, 
where he greeted his former guards with a 
smile and was again placed in confinement. 

The unfortunate boy, who is 18 years of 
age, suffered from a sunstroke three years 
ago, and since then upon the recurrence of 
warm weather he has shown signs of demen- 
tia. Two weeks ago, at the instigation of 
mischievous companions, who made sport 
of his misfortune, he drove off with a horse 
and buggy not his own, and was locked up 
later on a charge of larceny, of which he 
was convicted.

GOLD MEDAL FOR LAURIER. 


Members of the Cobden Club Admire 
the Canadian Premier’s Free 
Trade Ideas. 


London, Aug. 16.—A delegation of members 
of the Cobden club, headed by Lord Ferrer, 
called this afternoon at the Hotel Cecil and 
presented to the Canadian Premier, Sir Wii- 
frid Laurier, the special gold medal of the 
club struck for presentation to the Canadian 
statesman in formal recdgnition of his at- 
‘tachment to free trade.

This trug daugnter ot the revolution has 
by a military tribunal at Havana 
on the charge ot rebellion after a hideous im- 
prisonment Of nine months in a jail filled 
with the vilest women ef Havana. 

Niece of Cuban President. 

There is nothing against the black-eyed, 
sweet-faced young girl except that she was 
in the Isle of Pines when the outbreak of 
Cuban prisoners occurred, and that she is 
the niece of President Cisneros, who heads 
the civil government of the insurgents in the 
jungles of Camaguay. 

Her conviction is a forgene conclusion. 
Under the Spanish system of trial of mili- 
tary prisoners there is no chance for acquit- 
tal. The accused: never heard the evidence, 
never confronted the witnesses who ap- 
peared against her. Unrepresented Dy coun- 
sel, she made her statement to a Judge, who 
asked her what he pleased and left unasked 
what he pleased. The fiscal prosecutor has 
demanded a verdict of guilty from the court 
with a sentence of twenty years’ imprison- 
ment at Ceuta. 

No woman prisoner has ever been sent to 
this African hell. It is just across from 
Gibraltar, on the Morocco coast, with a 
desert gcoured by wild Moors behind it and 
the Atlantic Ocean before it. With great 
care it has been arranged by the Spaniards 
that the penal population shall consist of 
nearly equal parts of the worst and lowest 
criminals of Spain and political exiles. 
Doctors, lawyers, and literary men of 
Havana break stone and shovel in the 
trenches shoulder to shoulder with mur- 
derers, ravishers, and robberg from the pen- 
insula. 

Flogged for a Single Word. 

They work-in chains, keeping entire si- 
lence, A single word brings the lagh of the 
guard down on the effender, and when his 
day's work on the stone pile is done he is 
‘ triced up the prison yard and flogged tll 
he faints. They are fed on food that has 
become foul under the fearful heat of the 
African sun, and they are tortured with all 
the ingenuity of ferocity of the inquisition 
at the pleasure of their guards and govern- 
ors whenever anything goes wrong at the 
prison of which they may have any knowl- 
edge. 

Their guards in many instances are con- 
victs, who are more brutal, if possible, than 
the soldiers. These guards are held to no 
accountability for the lives of their charges. 
Every traveler who has bribed his way to 
a sight of the poor wretches toiling at Ceuta 
has remarked the dried blood on the faces 
and in the hair of the prisoners. They are 
housed in cells cut in the damp rock. 
erowded in like steers in a cattlecar. Their 
food is cast in through the bars as the ani- 
mals at the zoo arefed. They cannot even 
wash their hands and faces, let alone bathe. 
Cultivated, scholarly men, who know as 
much of civilization and comfort and clean 
linen as the average clubman of New York, 
have been Kept in for years. There are 
prisoners there who have been undergoing 
this treatment ever since the ten years’ war, 
and that struggle for Cuban freedom was 
crushed thirty years ago. The backs of 
nearly all the prisoners are scarred and 
criss-crossed; The punishment for every 
transgression is the lash, and it is as much 
a transgression to faint at your work in 
Ceuta as to refuse to do it. 

Horror for a Delicate Gir}. 

This is the place to which poor Bvangelina 
Cisneros is to be sent. She was born to 
wealth, she was nurtured and reared as 
carefully as the daintiest maid on Fifth ave- 
nue. She had maids to braid her dark hair, 
a coachman to drive her carriage. She was 
a beauty, an heiress. Her uncle was a Mar- 
quis, her mother a handsome aristocrat. 

Spain has not progressed to the point of 
considering a prisoner a human being, 
When the delicate girl was arrested she was 
cast in the prison in Havana for vicious 
women. She had been visiting her father in 
the Isle of Pines, where she was taken pris- 
oner, and was there when an encounter oc- 
curred among the captives, With other re- 
spectable Cuban women she was thrown 
into this jail of ottcasts, most of them 
negresses Of such a grade that they were 
too low to be allowed on the streets of 
Havana, which is as tolerant to evil women 
as any city inthe world. Probably no young 
girl has been subjected to such scenes as this 
one saw in modern times. The harridans, 
enraged at the refusal of the gentle Cuban 
women to mix with them, rioted several 
times and attacked the unfortunate women. 
They resented the youth and beauty of 
Evangelina, which particularly incensed 
them, and she narrowly escaped injury at 
their hands. 

Prisoners are taken to Ceuta on transport 
steamers under guard. No woman has yet 
been sent there, and there is no provision for 
caring for a woman or protecting her from 
the wolves in chains or the wolves that lash 
them.

Paney this young girl being subjected to 
such treatment as this. And the worse fate 
that can only be hinted at for sympathiz- 
ing with her own harried land and the cause 
for which every near male relative she had 
in the world was fighting. 

This girl is no Amazon to take the chances 
of war like a soldier; she is little more than 
a child in years, delicate and educated. She 
is not even a conspirator, She is as power- 
less to harm Spain qs a babe in its mother’s 
arms. If Spain must hase her as a victim it 
would be better for the girl to be stood 
against a stone wali and shot to death than 
to be condemned to twenty years of such 
hideous shame and slayery as the prose- 
cutor has asked for her. 


CUBANS ACTIVE NEAR HAVANA, | 


Weyler Sends Out a Strong Force of 
Troops, but Keeps Himself 
in the City.

Havana, via Key West, Aug. 16.—The Cu- 
ban General Alfredo Rego has entered the 
important Town of Sagua la Grande, Santa 
Clara Province, with a large insurgent 
force, The only Getails known as yet are 
that the tewn was sacked by the Cubans. 

A large Spanish force left Havana two 
days ago ta join other Spanish columns 
operating near the capital. Its officers have 
orders from General Weyler to attack the 
insurgents now encamped near Tapaste, the 
place where the Spaniards were utterly de- 
feated last week, their reverse compelling 
General Weyler to return hurriedly to Ha- 
vana. 

General Quintin Banderas is reperted to be 
at Batabano, Hayana Province, with a 
strong force of Cuban soldiers, The insur- 
gents continue to be very active in Pinar del 
Rio Province. 

A Spanish official medical report has cre- 
ated a sensation here by the statement that 
if the present rate of sickness among the 
soldiers continues it is probable that next 
winter there will hot be over 10,000 healthy 
men in thearmy in Cuba. 

Friends of General Weyler are hopeful in 
case the present political situation continues 
in Spain the Captain General will remain in 
office. 

The report is denied that the American 
citizen, Frederick Jora, an ingurgent leader, 
has been captured by the Spaniards and is 
in jail at Sagua la Grande. The false news 
originated in a mendacious report of a vic- 
tory over Jora at Pajaro Hill, given out by 
the Spanish guerrilla forge of Calabeazar, 
Sagua. 

The Spanish merchant, Emile Dias, arrest- 
ed by order of General Werler upon a 
charge of fraud, asserts he deposited 
$14,000 at the banking h of Castano, in 
Cienfuegos, and that the money was with- 
drawn from the bank without his consent by 
Weyler's agents.

The children offered for adoption are upon 
exhibition daily in the market squares of 
Guanojay, San Diego de los Banos, Pasore- 
al, Palacios, San Cristobal, Artennisa, Can- 
delaria Cabanas, Dimas, Luislazo, Mariel 
Cortes, Consolacion del Sur, and other towns 
throughout the province. 

Parties desiring to adopt are expected, 
when filing their applications through local 
military or civil authorities, to accompany 
the same by a small monetary contribution 
as a youcher of the good faith, the sum thus 
obtained being, it is understood, used to 
provide food and shelter for remaining un- 
fortundtes, 

Upon the Islands of Sabinal and Turigu-

States. 


Werler Will Go, Anyway. 

Even if the Conservatives remain in office 
the general impression in court and diplo- 
matic circles is that General Weyler will be 
superseded by General Campos or somebody 
else. 

The Duke of Tetuan told several foreign 
Ambassadors yesterday that he considered 
the present Cabinet merely pravisionary. 
He believes political changes are imminent. 
The Spanish court and the principal states 
mep, including the Duke of Tetuan, Castelar, 
Apezteguia, Sagasta, and all the leading 
West Indian Senators and Deputies think 
the death of Canovas will not affect the re- 
lations between Spain and the United States.

CYCLISTS STOP THE PAYMENT. 


Protest Against the Use of Chartered 
Steamer by Regular Pas- 
sengers. 


About 200 cyclists took advantage of the 
Chicago Cycling club's excursion Joe 
and Benton Harbor last Saturday night. It 
was not so large a crowd as was expected, 
Every club that had promised to send dele- 
gations fell short in numbers, and some Who 
were depended on were not represented: at 
all, The Chicago Cycling club had eighty 
and the First Regiment fifty on board, and 
thus the two clubs furnighed much more 
than half of the excursionists. The day was 
not the best for the outing, for the weather 
was cold, the clouds threatening, and a west 
wind blew. ‘The program of games and 
other gayeties was carried out in a fashion, 
however, and the wheelmen really did enjoy 
themselves. 

Trouble came, though, when the hour ar- 
rived for the homecoming. Resting serenely 
in the fact that they had a boat chartered 
for their own use, the pleasure seekers gath- 
ered leisurely at the docks. They were 
greatly surprised, however, to find the boat 
already filling up with those not cyclists. 
Some of the guests of the Chicago Cycling 
club managed to board the boat,.but they 
were unable to get berths. As a consequence 
those with women in their charge returned 
to shore and only a portion of the wheelmen 
returned on the Louisville. A large number 
waited until the first morning train to return 
to the city. So many came back on the train 
that the aisles were full and women had to 
stand up all the way to town. . 

“We have stopped payment on the check 
which we paid the Graham & Morton peo- 
ple,” said James Levy, who handles the af- 
fair for the cyclists. I see they claim we 
chartered the boat for one way only and 
that we were to come back on any steamer 
of the line. The contract which we made, it 
seems to me, says plainly that we were to 
have the City of Louisville exclusively both 
Ways. Our contract was for chartering the 
boat and we paid $350. It made no difference 
to the company whether we had 600 pass- 
engers or but one on board. We had paid 

for. the boat and there was ho excuse for 
any more passengers than those who held 

our tickets, It is nonsense for them to say 
now that we had but 200 on board and there- 
fore they lost money on the way out. They 
should havé lost nothing by living up to 
their contract with us. At present we shall 
do nothing more than rest on our oars and 
let the company do what it can to get its pay.

The 
warrants had been sworn out before Justice 
James C. Martin by William C. Scott, and 
at the instance of John Hill Jr., as chairman 
ef the Gambling committee of the Civic 
federation. They were served by Detectives 
Flynn, Elliot, Gallagher, Martin, Quinn, 
and Mackie of the Central Station. 

The nine men atrested were booked at 
the Harrison Street Station as follows:

The concern raided is the same for which 
indictments were secured in Iowa nearly 
three months ago, when Governor Tanner 
refused to honor the requisitions of Governor 
Drake and allow the men to be taken to Iowa 
for trial. 

Dismay Among Employes. 

Consternation reigned in the offices of the 
coneern when the warrants were served at 
1:30 o’elock. Some of the detectives marched 
the nine men to the Harrison Street Station, 
while others removed sixteen tickers and 
tape machines, several telegraph instru- 
ments, and armfuls of books and accounts 
The employés looked at each other dum- 
founded, but it was only a short time be- 
fore their services were again needed. 

Where the confiscated paraphernalia was 
kept during their brief absence from the 
offices it was impossible to ascertain, but 

Mr. Hennig knew where his chattels were 
and stated two hours after the raid he had 
them all back again. 

Bail for each of the men arrested was 
fixed at $900, and the aggregate sum of 
$8,100 was at once furnished by Dennis 
Kavanagh. 

History of the Concern. 

The concern of W. R. Hennig & Co. was 
formerly conducted under the name of the 
Equitable Produce and Stock Exchange, but 
the name was changed after the concern 
was indicted in several counties in lowa as 
a result of an exterminating campaign con- 
ducted by John Hill Jr., at the instance of 
the Chicago Board of Trade. 

Members of the firm are William R. Hen- 
nig, Thomas Gibson, Oliver R. Stratton, and 
W. R. Chandler. They started in business 
under the old title in the basement of the 
Grand Pacific Hotel, in 1894. A year later 
the police raided the place on complaints 
that a “tape game was being run, and a 
change was made to more elaborate quarters 
at the corner of Van Buren street and 
Pacific avenue, where an extensive business 
has ever since been done over leased wires 
running through Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, and 
Iowa. Branches were particularly numerous 
in the last named State. 

Mr. Hill yesterday denounced the firm 
and said it was not the only one that would 
receive attention at the hands of the courts. 
He stated the cases against the men ar- 
rested would de prosecuted vigorously. 


Calla It Malicious Persecution. 


W. R. Hennig denominates the raid upon 
his place as malicious persecution, inspired 
by competitors. He declares this persecu- 
tion has been kept up for years, and that 
indictments have been secured against him 
from time to time, only to be quashed when 
brought into court. He said:

CONVERT GARBAGE INTO FUEL. 


Dr. F. W. Reilly Suggests a Plan for 
Utilizing the Refuse for 
Fuel. 


A new plan for disposing of the city’s 
garbage has been suggested by Dr. F.. W. 
Reilly, Assistant Commissioner of Health. 
The plan contemplates the conversion of 
refuse into fuel by exposing it to the waste 
heat in.the city’s power plants. Dr. Reilly 
declares that each of the thirty-five pumping 
and electric light power stations now being 
operated by the city could be utilized in dis- 
posing of the garbage without a dollar of 
extra expense in maintenance. These sta- 
tions are located in different parts of the 
city, and by carefully arranging the districts 
the garbage would have to be carted but a 
short distance. The plan in detail is to have 
a large metal box placed in the chimney of 


each power house. 


i to. the heat, it is claimed, will 
dry and partly carbonize the garbage. A 
way of handling the refuse matter in the 
chimneys, it is said, would be by means of 


a set of elevator buckets attached to an end- 


less chain. The expense of preparing the 
power house chimneys for receiving the 
garbage, the doctor argues, would be ex- 
, ly small. 
Dr. Reilly has conferred with Health Com- 


missioner Reynolds, and the city may give 


the systema practical test in the near future. 
It is estimated that the city would save 5250. 
000 a year in such a system.

cess va LIKELY TO BE BLAMED 


There Are Sure to Be Many Hardships 
and Fatalities in the Rush 
; to Alaska. 


London, Aug. 16.—Mr. Louis H. Davies, 
Canadian Minister of Marine and Fisheries, 
addressing the London Chamber of Com- 
merce today, said every vestige of feéling in 
favor of union with the United States had 
long disappeared. Canada, he added, had 
nothing to gain thereby. 

Continuing, Mr. Davies warned intending 
emigrants against the tremendous dif- 
ficulties of the Klondike, saying they would 
go there at their own risk and that the 
Canadian government had not advised it. 
Hundreds and thousands, he insisted, were 
going there ill provided with money or sup- 
plies and they would die in the passes before 
touching the Klondike. Mr. Davies also said 
that a reaction was certain to follow and 
that Canada would be blamed for it. 

Referring to the United States tariff, Mr. 
Davies said the Dingiey bill had bulit up a 
rrohibitive wall against Canadian trade, 
which the government of the Dominion had 
resolved to greatly transfer to Great Britain. 

New York, Aug. 16.—A dispatch from 
Washington says Secretary Gage has just 
received from the Minister of the Interior of 
Canada an official report of the Yukon min- 
ipg district. It is a condensation of the re- 
ports of William Ogilvie, the Dominion Land 
Surveyor, and contains other matter from 
officers of the Canadian government who 
have previously visited the region or ure 
there now. 

At the outset the Minister states that the 
report is published in response to numerous 
public demands. 

„The object, he says, is not to induce 
any one to go to that remote country at the 
present time. Until better means of com- 
munication are established a man under- 
takes serious risks in going there unless 
he has sufficient resources to tide over the 
long winter. After September egress from 
the country is practically impossible until 
the following June, and a person who has 
not been successful in locating a paying 
claim has to depend for his subsistence 
upon finding employment. Wages are at 
times abnormally high, but the labor market 
is very narrow and easily overstocked. 

It is estimated that up to the middle of 
May 1,500 to 1,600 persons had crossed the 
Dyea this year. Several hundred more will 
go by steamers up the Yukon. Whether 
employment will be available for all and for 
the considerable population already in “he 
district is somewhat doubtful. It will there- 
fore be wise for those who contemplate going 
to the Yukon district to give serious consid- 
eration to the matter before coming to a de- 
cision.’’ 

An extract from the report of A. E. Willis. 
assistant surgeon for 1895, is given to indi- 
cate the climate of the Klondike, character- 
istics of the inhabitants, and the mode of 
living. He also describes the kind of men 
that should ge to the Klondike. He says: 
„The climate is wet. During the wintcr 
months the cold is intense, with usually con- 
siderable wind. A heavy mist rising from

This dampness 
makes the cold felt much more and is con-

nearly 1,800 people in the Dyea and Ska- 
guay routes and both trails are blocked. Peo- 
ple are throwing away their packs and pro- 
visions and rushing headlong to the mines. 
Great distress, hardships, and suffering and 
possible death from hunger and exposure 
are sure to follow next winter, an opinionthat 
is entertained by all old Alaska prospectors 
who have visited that part of the wor'd in 
late years and know the situation.“

WIRE SERVICE TO KLONDIKE. 


Proposition of the Canadian Govern- 
ment to Build and Operate 
a Telegraph Line. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 16.—The Canadian 
government has submitted formal proposals 
to this government to establish communica- 
tion with the Klondike region in Alaska by 
the construction of a telegraph line from 
the head of winter navigation on the Lynn 
Canal, in the center of the Klondikedistrict. 
The proposals have been taken under advise- 
ment. They have been approved by the 
British Principal Secretary of Stäte for For- 
eign Affairs, and were forwarded by the 
Governor General of Canada, through the 
British Embassy, to the State department, 
and referred to the Interior department. 
There the papers are lockd up, pending con- 
sideration. 

The proposals, while reserving the right 
of either country pending the settlement of 
the international boundary line between the 
United States and Canada south of Mount 
St. Elias, urge the expediency of establish- 
ing a permanent route, giving access to the 
interior at all seasons of the year. The most 
feasible route, in the judgment of the Ca- 
nadian authorities, would be to start from 
the head of winter navigation on the Lynn 
Canal (the body of water running from near 
Juneau up beyond Dyea and Chilkoot, form- 
ing part of the present overland route), 
crossing the mountains by White Pass or 
by any other pass which may seem re 
accessible, and proceed northward to Fort 
Selkirk, and thence to Klondike 

The Canadian government asserts its 
readiness to undertake to open communica- 
tion by constructing a telegraph line from 
the head of winter navigation on the Lynn 
Canal, traversing a distance of eighty miles 
across the summit of the mountain range, 
where a trail can be followed to Fort Sel- 
kirk and Klondike. That government also 
signifies.its intention, in case the proposi- 
tions are adopted, to erect suitable places 
for shelter at periods from forty to fifty 
miles along the line and keep up dog trains 
during the winter months for the convey- 
ance of the mails to and from the interior.

CONTROL NORTHERN PASSES. 


CanadianMap Showing That the United 
States Owns the Gold 
Routes. 


Tacoma, Wash., Aug. 16.—A map has been 
issued by a British publishing house at Vic- 
toria, B. C., that places the international 
boundary between the United States and 
Canada in a manner that meets all the con- 
tentions of the Americans. 

It also places the boundary so as to de- 
prive the. Britisher of an entrance to the 
available passes into the Klondike gold dig- 
gings. 

The territory on the Stickeen River (larger 
in extent than the whole of the State of Con- 
necticut), which this country has laid claim 
to, but which the Britishers refuse to cede, 
is by this new map placed under American 
jurisdiction. 

At first the sensation created by the pub- 
lication of this map by a British pub- 
lisher resulted in heaping abuse upon him 
and demands through the British Columbia 
press for its suppression. 

Later the Britishers took the matter 
philosophically, and say that, inasmuch as 
Puget Sound is declared by the Americans 
not to be a part of the ocean, so also the 
inlets along the Alaskan coast must not 
be taken into consideration in allowing the 
United States a strip thirty miles inland. 

This would, if allowed by an international 
court, bring the boundary further into Alas- 
ka territory than heretofore claimed by Brit- 
ishers. 

The publisher of the new map says that 
he is not bonused by the Board of Trade 
nor the government of British Columbia in 
making his map. 

This statement is a thorn in the side of 
the Britishers. 


CARGO OF GIRLS FOR KLONDIKE. 


Scheme of a St. Paul Man to Furnish 
Wives for the Gold 
Miners. 


St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—L. M. 
Keenan will send a consignment of mar- 
riageable young women to Alaska in the 
spring. He intends spending the -wintcr 
scouring the matrimonial ranges in the 
States in search of material for the venture. 
The first steamboat up the Yukon in 1808 
will carry his stock to market. 

Housekeepers—thus he reasons—are worth 
their weight in gold to the miners. Many 
respectable spinsters would gladly avail 
themselves of the opportunity, but they lack 
the means to reach the diggings. Those 
who can pay their passage have no desire 
to seek husbands under such conditions. 

In an interview concerning his scheme, 
Keenan said: “ Some people think I can't 
make my speculation succeed. I know be:- 
ter. I’ve been at the Klondikes, and seen 
the situation. I've talked with the miners, 
and I know what they want. Nice 18 or 
20-year-old girls, respectable, good looking, 
and willing to work, will go Uke hot cakes. 
Medium grades should bring $2,000 or $3,000 
a head. That will cover the cost of trans- 
portation and leave a handsome profit.”

THE RETURN WAVE. 

The reports in yesterday’s Tripune of 
the arrival in the city of the advance guard 
of Western merchants visiting Chicago for 
the purpose of laying in their fall stocks of 
goods, taken in connection with views of the 
situation coming from visitors and local 
merchants, prove that the return wave of 
business, after years of depression, has 
fully set in and may be expected to reach a 
height not attained since 1892. Nearly all 
the visiting merchants bear the same testi- 
mony as to the character of the crops in 
their several sections, together with the 
evidence of inereased thrift and confidence 
among the farmers and growing activity in 
nearly all branches of business. These 
statements are echoed and confirmed by the 
testimony of local traders— the representa- 
tive of a leading Chicago whelesale firm 
asserting that its business for the month 
of July was the “largest in its history by 
a large percentage.” This testimony is all 
the more significant in view of the fact that 
the firm represented is one of the oldest in 
Chiengo and has a business extending all 
over the West and Northwest, besides many 
of the middie and Southern States. 

These signs of returning prosperity are 
also confirmed by the reports coming from 
all the principal railroads centering at Chi- 
cago. Of twenty-eight lines heard from 
through their reports of earnings for the 
first week in. August twenty-three show 
gains over the corresponding week of last 
year, while only five report a relative de- 
crease, In some cases these gains are very 
large, while the decrease is generally insig- 
nificant. It is worthy of note that the in- 
crease is invariably on lines running 
through agricultural districts, which im- 
plies that the crops have begun to move—a 
fact which is destined to manifest steadily 
increasing results for months to come. 

One of the consequences of this increased 

activity among the railroads is already be- 
ginning to manifest itself in the largely 
increased number of employés required to 
handle their business. ‘The effects of this 
are more far-reaching than at first sight 
might appear. They not only mean wages 
for the employés themselves but sustenance 
and support for their families and increased 
business in nearly all branches of trade. 
In this view it is impossible to overestimate 
the importance of the improved conditions 
which are not only destined to continue but 
will go on iftereasing in force and volume 
for months to come.

Following the resignation of President 


Andrews of Brown Univets'ty, it is now 
givén out that three or four of the faculty 
who joined in the protest against his re- 
moval and asked for a reconsideration of 


the case have signified their intention to, 


imitate his etample, It is also stated that 
of the entire twenty-four protesting pro- 
feesors those who do not voluntarily pack 
their satchels and leave may be advised if 
not disciplined on the unhetéseary action 
they have taken.” If that does not effect 
the proper festilt then the whole of them 
should be asked to send in their resigna- 
tions and their places should be promptly 
filled by professors who have higher ideas 
of duty and more intellectual and mora! fit- 
ness for their work. Teachers of the young 
men in Brown University should be em- 
ployed Who are not possessed of the idea 
that loyalty to its President takes pre- 
cedence over loyalty to the college, its 
governing administration, and its best in- 
terests. 

The resignation of President Andrews 
was the outcome of sufficient cause, He 
had claimed the right to teach free silver 
monometallism and the coinnge of cheap 
dollars which by retroactive legislation are 
to be made a lawful tender at their false 
value in the paymeit of obligations 
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resigned or taken the preliminary steps

As time has passed it has 
lost some of its strictly denominational 
character, but it has never swerved from 
the highest moral standards. Its friends 
will rejoice that it has refused to tolerate a 
man in the chair which Wayland once be- 
eupied, or men in any of the chairs of the 
faculty who would teach the abhorrent and 
revolutionary doctrine that dishonesty is 
one of the cardinal virtues, and that swind- 
ling a creditor out of more than half his 
dues is justifiable. The sooner Brown 
University purges Itself of all such ig- 
norance or knavery, whichever it may be, 
the better it will be for its future.

their legitimate duties and not assume 
to teach doctrines in defiance of the Deca- 
logue, the sooner will it find itself on the 
high road to success.

ROYAL DUEL IN rRAN on. 

The duel between the Count of Turin, 
nephew of King Humbert of Italy, and 
Prince Henri of Orleans was pulled off ” 
withé disappointing haste. The public of 
many nations had been worked up to a point 
of intense interest by a careful arrange- 
ment of sequence in the giving out of pre- 
liminaries, but the time was far from ripe 
for a climax. In the reports from the 
theater of action published on Sunday it 
was not even definitely stated which one of 
several distinguished aspirants would re- 
ceive the honor of fighting the royal French- 
man. It was even hinted that the son of 
Italy’s King would insist on precedence. 
There were infinite possibilities for further 
dramatic complications in this uncertainty 
as to the identity of the ultimate Italian 
contestant. And yet the speculation over 
these new phases ofthe episode had barely 
been given time to get underway before it 
was ruthiessly shattered by the announce- 
ment that the duel had been fought. 

The résult of the battle will hardly meet 
with general favor. Regarding it as a 
merely personal matter, the wrong man ap- 
pears to have been placed hors de combat. 
The Count of Turin has goue away from 
Paris exultant ani with only a scratched 
hand to show for ati injury. The Prince is 
in seclusion, suffering from a jab that may 
prove serious, and which is certain to render 
him indisposed for some time to come. The 
Prince had accumulated an assortment of 
challenges ranging from the Count down 
to the humblest Italian officer, and it de- 
pended only on his endurance to insure to 
the world practically a continuous perform- 
ance of international duels, or as continu- 
ous as the limitations of the Italian army 
would allow. The discomfitiré of the 
Frenchman, therefore, in the firat encoun- 
ter cannot fail to be considered a misfortune 
by the large number of persous who had 
counted on enjoying ptottacted diversion 
from the series of battles.

SPANISH SAVAGERY. 

If there is any truth in the stories told in 
London by persons who have recently ar- 
rived there after a period of confinement 
in Spanish prisons, the Spanish government 
under the late Minister Canovas has hard- 
ly made any advance since the days of 
the inquisition. The stories referred to 
were related by a party of so-called Spanish 
Anarchists, Who had been arrested after 
the bomb-throwing at Barcelona in June, 
1896, and after being detained in prison 
several months were deported across the 
border into France, finally escaping to Eng- 
land. One of these, named Francisco 
Gana, in an affidavit made in London 
states that after his arrest his house was 
searched by the police, and a eopy of a book 
on “ Republicanism” having been found 
there he was finally committed to prison 
at Montjurich, near Barcelona. Here he 
was confined in the same cell with seven- 
teen others who had been arrested, like 
himself, on suspicion, Of his treatment 
by the prison authorities Gana said: 

On Aug. 4 I was called out with two others, and 
we were placed in three separate subterranean 
cella, Two gendarmes bound my wrists together 
with spiked iron chains, tightened by a key. and 
ordered me to run up and down the cell, which was 
twelve paces long. No questions had been asked 
me. If I stopped running I was beaten with a 
whip. This lasted twenty-two hours, with noth- 
ing to eat or drink, Then they offered me salt 
cod, and said I Should eat vermin if I did not con- 
fess to throwing the bomb on June 7. I refused, 
and was kept running up and down the cell for 
four days and nights. I was then asked to de- 
clare the name of the author of the attempt. I 
said I did not know. I was then tortured until I 
lost consciousness, On recovery I found that the 
nails of both big toes had been forced bak by 
spikes. I was ordered to run about the cell again. 
This lasted one day. 

I then attempted suicide with an iron spike. I 
was then permitted to rest, but could not sleep 
for the screams from anothér cell. On Aug. 9 I 
was placed alone in another cell, where I staid till 
the end of August. I was then removed from one 
cell to another and was kept at Montjurich with 
other prisoners who had been tortured till June 
12. On that day I was taken, handcuffed, to the 
station with fifty-one others, The irons wers re- 
moved, and I was sent by train to Perpignan, the 


2 town of France. I had no trlal of any 
nd. 


A correspondent of the Pall Mall Gazette, 
writing from Madrid, teils a similar story 
regarding one Lamalal, who had been ar- 
rested for having seditious documents in his 
possession. Lamalal, being called upon to 
confess himself guilty of offenses of which 
he claims to have been entirely ignorant, 
was stripped, suspended from the ceiling, 
and flogged until he fainted. His treatment 
in other respects seems to have been similar 
to that described by Gana, 

Whatever may be the foundation for 
these stories or the character of the wit- 
nesses, they agree with reports of the bar- 
barities perpetrated under the rule of the 
butcher Weyler in Cuba. As to the char- 
acter of the brutalities inflicted upon the 
prisoners at Montjurich there should be no 
doubt, as they appear to have been of such 
a nature as to leave their marks indelibly 
upon the victim. If they are of the char- 
acter described they stamp the govern- 
ment under which such inhuman atrocities 
are perpetrated as unfit for a place among 
civilized nations, 


SENATOR CHANDLER'S MISTAKE. 


Senator Chandler of New Hampshire has 


written a letter in which he states that 
“the gold price of silver falls, and 80 fall 
the prices of all other commodities.” Le 
wishes it to be understood that other com- 
modities have fallen in price because silver 
has done 80. 

That is not the fact. Sliver has fallen 
because the yearly output has been in- 
creased enormously by the discovery of new 
mines and a great cheapening of the cost 
of production. The supply is in excess of 
the demand, and the price will continus to 
go down until demand and supply about 
coincide. 

Those other commodities which have 
fallen in price have done so quite inde- 
pendently of silver. Hach of them has 
pursued its own path, regardless of that 
metal, It would have become cheaper if there 
never had been any silver in the world. 
The reduction in the price of steel has been 
mueh greater than in the price of silver. 
That has fallen 60 per cent since 1873. Other 
commodities have fallen 10, 20, 50, or 40 
per cent. Some have not fallen at all. 
Some, like wheat, have gone down and then 
gone up again, While silver has kept on 
sinking. 

Senator Chandler states that “a fall in 
the price of the neceasaries of life is bene- 
ficial if it comes from natural causes.“ But 
he intimates that the fall is due to the 
demonetization ‘of silver. He is in error 
there. The fall is due to natural causes. 
It is singular that a man who lives in New 
England, the gteat manufacturing section 
of fhe country, should shut his eyes to that 
fact. 

How has he failed to see that mechanical 
improvements, due often to the ingentity 
of New England inventors, have cheapened 
goods? Expensive hand labor has given 
way to labor whith operates machines. 
Farm machinery, which enables one man 
to do the work of many, and reduced cost 
of transportation, by land and water, have 
reduced the price of farm produéts aud 
given New England operatives cheaper food 
at the same time that they are getting 
higher wages. 

Those higher wages are paid in gold, or 
gold-value money. Therefore the fall in 
the gold price of silver has had no evil 
effect on the price of that most valuable 
and important of  coiitiodities—labor. 
Senator Chandler makes no mention of the 
fact that all men who Work for wages in 
this country get per hour or day twice as 
many grains of gold as they got for the 
same length of time in 1850. 

Why does not he niention that undis- 
puted fact Which shows that the value of 
gold has been depreciating When mea 
by the only true standard, which is hunfin 
labor? What does it matter if the gold 
value of silver goes down if the gold value 
of labor goes up? What does it matter if 
goods are cheaper when the labor of those 
who make the goods is better rewarded?

In the meantime the 
removal of the women and children from 
some of the disturbed disticts, as at Cherat, 
indicates’ how critical the situation is be- 
lieved to be. 

Since the days of Cawnpore and Luck- 
now, there is no subject so alarming to 
the British residents of India as the pos- 
sibility of another revolt. Complete as 
was the victory of Havelock over the 
natives, the horrors of the Sepoy rebel- 
lion still hawnt the memories of the ruling 
race, and while there would probably be 
little doubt of the final result in case of a 
new revolt, the immense numbers of the 
natives and their wild fanaticism would 
enable them to infliet untold injury upon 
their rulers before the rebellion could be 
suppressed, The famine and pestilence, 
which have prevailed to such an extent 
throughout India during the last year, have, 
no doubt, contributed largely to the feel- 
ing of dissatisfaction on the part of the 
natives, who have not only not welcomed 
the measures taken by the government to 
stamp out the bubonic plague, but have 
regarded them with hostility and, in some 
cases, met them with open resistance. One 
ground of weakness in the British situation 
is the fact that most of the troops are 
natives, and while they have proved them- 
selves efficient when no appeal was made 
to race prejudice at home, the very train- 
ing which they have received under 
English officers would render them all the 
more formidable as enemies in case of re- 
volt.

It may not be safe to trust too far to the 
general knowledge possessed by Li Hung 
Chang. That inscrutable oriental created 
the impression when he was in this country 
that he knew practically everything, but it 
would be more discreet, in the national en- 
campment of the G. A. R. to make sure that 
Li appreciates its importance before it sets 
out to humiliate him.

PROTEST AGAINST SOFT COAL. 
New York Has a Horror of the Smoke 
to Be Seen Above London 

and Ohicago. 


New York Tribuné: The soft-coal ques- 
tion is up once more. It has been up at inter- 
vals for years, when efforts have been made 
to introduce that commodity for manu- 
facturing and other use on a large scale. 
Strenuous objections have been made—some 
privately, some publicly and officially—and in 
not a few cases these have been effective. 
But year by year the attempts to force soft 
coal upon the city have become more deter- 
mined, and they are now so successful that 
only the most vigorous action can be expect- 
ed to avert the evil. The Aldermen are se- 
riously considering the matter, and may 
adopt some ordinance dealing with it, which 
will, of course, be fought in the courts and 
probably evaded in some way. But the 
movement against soft coal is one that should 
command the hearty support of every citi- 
gen who values his own comfort or the 
beauty of the metropolis, 

For freedom from the foulness of soft-coal 
smoke has been one of the glories of New 
York. Visitors from Western cities and 
from the old world have been almost be- 
wildered at the crystalline purity of the air, 
and have with difficulty been persuaded that 
New York is by far the greatest manufactur- 
ing eity on the continent. The outlook 
over a great city where soft coal is used re- 
veals a dun cloud of floating carbon, almost 
as dense and opaque as a thundercloud. 
Buildings are everywhere coated with lamp- 
black, requiring frequent cleansing unless 
they are to wear a funereal air, and the faces 
and clothing of the people bear frequent 
traces of the output of the chimneys. But 
above New York the air has beemaimost as 
transparent as above 1212 only a faint 
blue hase and puffs of snowy steam a 
from its myriad chimney-stacks, and bulld- 
ings of white marble have remained glit- 
tering white year after year. 

Do the people of this city want to exchange 
their atmospheric conditions for those of 
London or Chieago?. Do they want the air 
blackened with smoke and foul with gas and 
soot? Do they want every elevated railroad 
engine to leave behind it such a trail of hor- 
rors as may now be seen on soft-coal using 
roads? It is easy to get a foretaste of what 
it would be like. From some lofty outlook 
one may see here and there a few chimneys 
beiching forth inky clouds. Imagine every 
chimney and locomotive engine in the city 
doing likewise. Imagine the air, day and 
night, reeking with sulphurous fumes, and 
heavy with ting particles of soot. That 
is what New York would come to if soft 
coal were generally used. 

It is idle to say that the use of such fuel 
is an industrial necessity. It is not, The 
vast ts of anthracite are not yet ex- 
oo and will not be for generations yet 

o come.

GOOD TIMES IN WASHINGTON. 


Farmers of the State See.a Pr 
Ten Million Dollars in 
Wheat—Biisiness Booming. 


Tacoma, Wash., Aug. 16.—{S8pecial. I- Re 
ports to the Ledger from central points in 
every county of the State of Washington 
regarding the business situation and pros- 
pects for the future are unanifious in tlie 
statement that business in all lines has 
largely increased, and at the present time 
is much larger and more prosperous than at 
any time for several years. In the agricul 
tural counties the crops are unequaled. 
The influence of this is felt in ali lines of 
business; money is easy; debts are being 
paid, and extefisive improvements made. 
In the manufacturing centers the same re- 
sults obtain; arid with a briek demand for 
lumber and shingles, with better prices, 
many mills are working night and day. 

In the eastern counties the crop of wheat, 
barley, and oats is very large, and with in- 
creased acreage, induced by the good prices 
of last fall, the yield of wheat alone in the 
State is conserva‘ively estimated at 23,00, 
000 bushels. In Whitman, the banner grain 
county, most conservative estimates piace 
the wheat yield at 6,000,000 bushels. Somu 
wheat has been sold for 70 cents, but mast 
farmers aré holding for higher prices. The 
expense of raising and harvesting is placed 
at 80 cents, at present prices netting the 
farmers $10,000,000, An additional million 
dollars will result from the crops, and in the 
last six months cattle to the value of an- 
other miflion has been sold in Northern 
Idaho, the Big Bend, ani otner piaces where 
range land is had. In Yakima County alone 
the hop ¢rop will amount to 11,000- bales, 
while Lewis and Pierce Counties will pro 
duce each as much more. Many hops have 
been contracted at 12 cents, giving large 
profits to the growers. 

Another source of prosperity this yéar is 
the increased pack of salmon. In one coun- 
ty, Whateom, there are seven canneries, 
against threé last year, with an output of 
$00,000 cases valued at §2,000000, With 
Skagit, Island, King, and other cpuntjes well 
up to these figures. | 

Form every county in the State is re- 
ported a large increase of cotnmercial busi- 
ness, especially on the line ef farm imple- 
ments, the latter running as high as 100 per 
cent in some places. Farmers are paying 
up old mortgages and banks report money 


and shingles at advanced prices makes (ths 
best condition in these lines for yéars. 

Blévén large ships are already chartereé 
and on the way here to load wheat, with a 
still larger number to follow. Altogethur 
the condition of Washington. commercially 
and findnéially, is better than ever before, 
not excepting m times of 1890. Busiiiess 
is on a solid basis, money going into legiti- 
mate channels, instead of being Invested in 
real estate spéculation.

Commereial Travelers Offer De- 


eided Objections to It. 


ASSERT IT MAKES TROUBLE. 


Western roads are now considering the ad- 
visability of issuing an interchangeable 
mileage ticket. Commercial travelers have 
been making strong efforts for some time 
to secure the issuance of such tickets by the 
railroads, because the method of having to 
buy tickets from each road individually 
causes them much annoyance, and compels 
the outiay of a large amount of money. 

In deference to the wishes of the com- 
mercial travelers, the Bastern roads adopt- 
ed an interchangeable 5,000 mile ticket at two 
cents a mile. As a large number of the 
commercial travelers do not use such large 
mileage, the sale, ot these tickets failed to 
come up to expectations, and a short time 
ago these roads decided to issue a 1 000-mile 
rebate ticket, which will be placed on sale 
on Sept. 1. 

This action has given mach satisfaction to 
the commercial men, and they have re- 
newed their efforts to get the Western 
lines to adopt a similar ticket. About a 
week ago the Executive committee of tae 
Western Pessenger association appointed a 
subcommittee to reeommend a plan for is- 
suing such a ticket by the Western associa- 
tion lines. This committee has drawn up a 
report which will be submitted to the Exe 


cutive committee today. 


The ticket which the subcommittee rec- 
ommends differs radically from that adopt- 
ted by the Mastern lines. John Sebastian, 
General Passenger and Ticket Agent of the 
Rock Island, is the inventor of it. Bach 
ticket has four coupons. The first is the 
agent's stub; the second is kept by the pur- 
chaser; the third is signed by the purchaser 
and sent to the chairman for examination; 
the fourth is sent to the auditor, who makes 
a record of the sale. The passenger keeps 
the stub until he has traveled 1,000 miles or 
more, when he receives, upon presentation, a 
rebate of the amount paid in excess of two 
cents a mile. 

In favor of this ticket it is claime. it obvi- 
ates the necessity of Any original outlay be- 
yond the actual service performed, and pro- 
vides for a refund immediately upon having 
used 1,000 miles. 

It absolutely removes the necessity of tare- 
ful scrutiny by the conductors and obviates 
the necessity of redeemng unused coupons, 

ives complete record of all moneys expended 

y traveling men for rallway ticket, and 
the credit check attached to the book is the 
voucher to their firms for the money ex- 
pended. 

If thought advisable, the committee sug- 
gests, the Illinois Loan and Trust company 
will. furnish a coupon money book at face 
value of $25, to which 25-cent cotipons are at- 
tached, these couponsto be accepted by the 
association lines as curency. The advice of the 
legal departments ts that this can be done 
without comitig in conflict with government 
regulations. 

Great objections to the ticket recommend- 
ed are made by commercial travelers, who 
claims t is not practicable, and subjects them 
to more trouble and inconvience than they 
aré willing to put tip with. Some of the 
association lines also oppose the proposed 
plan, and would prefer a ticket similar to 
that adopted by the Eastern roads. 


EAST-BOUND SHIPMENTS DROP. 


Railroads Unable to Compete with Lake 
Lines—Latter Get Most of 
the Business. 


While the Wes'*:.. roads have been show- 
ing a gradual and healthy incréase in their 
business during the last few weeks, the lines 
running East from Chicago havé not been 
materially benefited by the general improve- 
ment in business. It is because nearly all the 
export business from this city is being 
shipped East by the lake lines, which have 
been doing an enormous business for a 
month, and are unable to furnish all the ves- 
sel room needed. Last week's shipments by 
lake lines from Chicago amounted to 136,- 
203 tons, against 110,904 tons for the week 
previous. 

The ten east-bound roads from Chicago 
combined carried only 36,112 tons of through 
business to the seaboard last week, against

Dr. William Cuthbertson be removed from 
the position of chief medical examiner for 
the commission and Dr. J. M. Waish sub- 
stituted. Whén Mayor Harrison returns 
home, however, he will find Dr. Cuthbertson 
still acting, and thereby hangs a tale. 

Alderman Maltby has of late greatly in- 
terested himself in the Case of the members 
of the Ster Democratic league who want 
to get back on the police foree, Gossip has it 
he is anxious to be Mayor himself some day 
and thinks the Star league help might he 
valuable in the nominating convention, but 
that is another story. 

Last Friday the Alderfian went to Pres- 
dent Kraus and complained his candidates 
were not having a fair show in the civil serv- 
ice examinations then going on. He said a 
lot of them had been rejected by the medical 
examiners, and blamed Dr. Cuthbertson for 
the trouble. 

Mr. Kraus told him no special favors could 
be shown the Star league people, that they 
would have to stand the same tests as other 
applicants, and said the whole matter was 
in the hands of the medical examiners. Then 
Alderman Maltby went to the Mayor and, 
it seems, succeeded in getting a letter from 
him asking that Dr. Cutbertson be super- 
seded, ; 

But up to date no attention has been paid 
to this letter and, according to President 
Kraus, Dr. Cutbertson wili continue in- 
definitely in his present position. Mr. Kraus 
version of the situation, which certainly does 
eredit to his ability to dodge sharp corners 
successfully, is as follows: 

“The Civil Service commission,” said Mr. 
Kraus, has received no such letter as you 
speak of. It could not, because it does not 
lay in the power of the Mayor to say who 
hall or shall not be employed by the com- 
mission.“ 

* But have not you or some other member 
of the committee received such a letter?“ 

Can’t Oblige the Mayor, 

It is possible some one of the commission- 
ers may have received sucht a letter, replied 
Mr. Kraus. “In such a case it would be a 
private epistle, not an official communica- 
tion to the commission, and being such you 
could not expect me to be interviewed on 
the subject. It would be perfectly proper 
for the Mayor to make 4 personal request 
for the appointment of a friend to a member 
of the commission if he saw fit.” 

„ Win Dr. Cuthbertson be removed?“ was 
the next question asked of Mr. Kraus. 

„No! He will remain as long as he con- 
tinues to give as good satisfaction as he 
has in the past was the answer. 

A wholesale discharge of police patrolmen 
is contemplated soon by Superintendent 
Kipley. Between 500 and 600 are to go and 
the reason is places must be found for as 
many of the Star league members as suc- 
ceed in getting through the civil service ex- 
aminations. 

The men to be discharged will be chosen 
from patrolmen who are not protected by 
the civil service law, and as nearly as pos- 
sible Republicans will be selected for the 
sacrifice.

GOES TO NIAGARA FALLS 


Is One of the Men Who Planned 
the Power Plant. 


WORK FOR OCEAN CABLELINE 


Niagara Falls, N. Y., Aug. 14.~-, spectat.}—* ! 
Preside 


The Rt. Hon. Lord Kelvin, past nt of 
the British Assoctation for the Advance 
ment of Science, arrived here last evening. 
He is accompanied by Lady Kelvin and Dr. 
Bottomley of Glasgow, Scotland, who is a 
nephew of Lord Kelvin. The doctors wife 
is also here. Lord Kelvin is on his way to 
Toronto, Ont., to attend the annual cofiven- 
tion of the Assectation for the Advancement 
of Science. Lord Kelvin and his party are 
the guests of the Niagara Falls Power com- 
pany, the officials of which are showiug 
them every courtesy. 

It will be recalled that in the plans for the 
development of Niagara power an inter- 
national Niagara commission was estab- 
lished in London in June; 1890. This com- 
mission consisted of Sir William Thomson, 
now Lord Kelvin, as Chairman; Dr. Cole- 
man Sellers of Philadeiphia, and others. 
The commission had power to award $22,000 
in prizes. 

When Lord Kelvin alighted from his car- 
riage at the Cataract House last eveniug 
one of the first to greet him and shake his 
hand was Dr. Coleman Sellers, who is new 
the President of the Niagara Falls Power 
company. Today they have together in 
spected the greatest power-producing plant 
of the age, which was built in accordance 
with the decision of their commission, whi'¢ 
the meeting of the scientists in Toronto is 
the inducement that brought Lord Kelvin to 
this country, 

It has for some time been known here 
that the noted Englishman has had a great 
longing to see the mighty turbines and dyna 
mos of the Niagara in motion. 


Nothing Like It th Europe. 


Lord Kelvin, notwithstanding his ad- 
vanced years, is hale and hearty. When seen 
at the Cataract House he was enthusiastic 
on electrical matters. Said he: 

“It has been my wish for years to look 
upon this great power plant of Niagara, and 
now my desire has been satisfied. Despite 
my connection with the project in its early 
stage, when we gave it form, l am impressed 
by its many wonderful features. We have 
in Europe great power plants, but nothing 
to equal what you have here. The power 
possibilities of Niagara are startling, and the 
people of the entire country may well rejoice 
over them, for the new developments are 
constantly bringing distant points in close 
touch with the sdurces of power. The three 
dynamos now in operation give startling 
results. What would be the effect when 
50,000 horse-power is developed under one 
roof. You must exeuse me for being so en- 
thusiastic over your electrical development, 

ut electricity has been the research of my 

fe, 
Not His First Visit. 

% No, this is not my fest visit to America. 
I have been in this country before. I was 
much taken today, as were all my party, 
during our drive with the many béautiful 
improvements made about Niagara in the 
State Reservation. The people of New York 
State have reason to be proud. The changes 
wrought are many and pleasing on both 
sides of the river, and I am glad to note that 
the falls is unimpaired by the power develop- 
ment. When the agitation of the question 
of impairment of the beauty of the cataract 
was under discussion I was a close observer, 
and I am glad to note all the prophecies of 
the engineers are supported by present con- 
ditions. The public need have no féar of the 
beauty of the falis being destroyed. 

„What do I think of your railroads? Well, 
we came across New York State on the New 
York Central Empire express, and we were 
all délighted with the rapidity, the smooth- 
ness of the roadbed, and the courtesy of the 
officials we met. Now you must éxcusé me.“ 

During the period of the interview Lord 
Kelvin, for all he was very tired, was wait- 
ing in anticipation of the arrival from New 
York of William B. Rankin, secretary of 
the Niagara Falls Power company. Mr. 
Rankin redched here at 10:55, and had a 
pleasant renewal of acquaintance with Lord 
Kelvin before they retired for the night. 


Something of His Career. 


Lord Kelvin was born in Belfast on June 
26, 1824. His is, therefore, 73"yeats old. He 
was a son of James Thompson, LL. D., Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics, Glasgow University, 
and received his early education in thatcity 
and university. From there he continued 
his education at the University of Cam- 
bridge, where he obtained the high position 
of Second Wrangle. In 1845 he was first 
Smith's prize man, and was elected a fellow 
of St. Peter's Cambridge, in the following 
year, being re@lected in 1872. 

Lord Kelvin was the électrician for the 
Atlantic cables in 1857-’58 and 1865-'66, and 
is the inventor of the mirror 9 
and syphon recorder in connection with su 
marine telegraphy. In 1869 he acted as 
electrical engineer for the French Atlantic 
eable, in 1873 for the Brazilian and River 
Plata, in 1875 for the West Indian cable, 
and 1879 for the Mackay-Beéritiett Atlantic 
cable. In 1876 he perfected an electrical 
improvement in the marinets’ compass, and 
since then has invented a navigational 
sounding machine and many electrical 
measuring instruments, He has been Pre- 
fessor of Natural, Philosophy at Glasgow 
University ever since 1846. His Lordshtp 
was President of the British association at 
the Edinburg meeting in 1871, and filled a 
similar position in connéttion with the 
Royal society, 1890 to 18956, In 1892 a peer- 
age was conferred upon him for his dis- 
tinguished services to the case of science. 
He has published several works. 


SILVER GOES STILL LOWER. 


Price of Bullién Falls Again in 
London and New York 
Markets. 


New York, Aug. 16.— [Special. Silver 
bullion seems to find difficulty in touching 
bottom on its market. Saturday's pries was 
the lowest ever recorded, but today’s Lon- 
don quotation fell a quarter perny per 
ounce further, and the New Tork price 
three-quarters of a cent. At today’s bid 
price for silver in New York the intrinsic 
value of the dollar is &pproxfmatély 42% 
cents. : 

This country éxported in July, according 
to today’s government feport, only $72,003 
more silver than it supplied in June, It is, 
therefore, plain that the break in silver fs 
not due to excessive experts from America, 
but to the belief of American miners that 
they must force the market in order to meet 
the ordinary demand. The sfivér miners 
can afford to do this. Senator Jones of 
Nevada admitted, not long ago, that the 
possibilities of increase in our Silver pro- 
duction weré enormous. Probably the sell- 
ers count also on the certainty that return- 
ing prosperity will upset all plans for an- 
other free cOinage campaign.

The market was nervous to a high degree. 
After the first dip to 84%c there was an ad- 
vance of full 2c. On several occasions the 
price got back to 85c, and on a late rally it 
touched 86\4%c. December sympathized with 
the September future, selling at a discount 
of about 1%c. Important consideratiors 
were by no means numerous, Clearances 
were liberal at the equivaient of 708,900 bu, 
but, on the other hand, primary receipis 
were large at 1,171,000 bu. World shipments, 
as anticipated, were heavy, the greatest 
showing being made by this country. 


World's Shipments Are Heavy. 

Aggregate shipments were 7,824,000 bu, 
against 6,020,000 bu the previous week and 
5,085,000 bu the corresponding week last 
year. The Paris market was closed, but 
Liverpool was strong. Opening quotations 
showed an advance of 144d, while at the 
close spot wheat of all kinds was up id, 
the September delivery was up 156d, and 
December was up 2d. Antwerp quoted an 
advance of 12% centimes on all varieties 
traded in. . Liverpool warehouse stocks de- 
creased 338,000 bu for the week. The quan- 
tity of wheat on passage as the result of the 
heavy loadings in this country increased 
2,400,000 bu. The English visible decreased 
1,427,000 bu. The visible supply decreased 
424,000 bu. The new wheat movement was 
reflected in an increase of 915,000 bu at Kan- 
sas City. Receipts at Minneapolis and Du- 
luth for the day were 845 cars, as against 
182 arweek ago and 307 a year ago. Minne- 
apolis had 59 cars of new crop wheat. There 
was some buying here through a prominent 
commission house with elevator connections 
which was credited to Northwestern ac- 
counts. The spring wheat news was decid- 
edly bullish, but the trade is hardly ready 
to take some of the late sensational crop 
estimates without confirmation. The fact 
that the market showed an inclination to 
get away from cash demand led to the crit- 
icism by the people who did not believe in 
the bulge that the market is one made by 
speculators rather than by merchants, The 
local cash business was not important. 
Geddes-Kirk wood sold 85, bu of No. 1 
Northern to Rosenbaum. e differences 
>in the sample market between various 
grades of milling wheat and the price of 
contract grade showed a tendency to 
weaken. 

Provisions closed with a fair net advance 
throughout the list, but this was due more 
to the strength in the other markets than 
to the development of any bullish specula- 
tive interest in the provision market. Local. 
receipts of hogs were 338,000, a sufficiently 
large run to cause the market for live hcgs 
to weaken. The cash trade in product was 
rather disappointing after the activity of 
last week. While there were large export 
engagements of lard last week the actual 
clearances were 7,383,000 lbs, as against 
10,002,000 Ibs the same week last year. A 
large excess, however, is shown In the boxed 
meat exports. Clearances were 33,000 boxes, 
as against 19,955 the same week last year. 
While the general sentiment is rather favor- 
able to higher prices the outside trade is not 
coming in, and everything goes to indicate 
that the supplies of hogs in the country are 
liberal, Seven leading markets had 48,100 
hogs yesterday, as against 34, 700 at the same 
points a year ago. 

Coarse Grains Active and Strong. 


There was a large measure of activity, and 
strength in corn, the strengthening in- 
fluence being colder weather and a freer 
outward movement. Cables were a little 
higher and New York exporters felt more 
bullish. These things helped the situa- 
tlon. The large increase in the visible 
1,996,000 bu—was expected and had been 
discounted. Local receipts were free at 
732,700 bu, but more stress was laid on the 
shipments, which were 832,800 bu. Primary 
receipts were extraordinarily large at 1,100,- 
200 bu, with shipments 957,100 bu. Eastern 
clearances were 787,200 bu. A better ship- 
ne demand was reflected in charters for 

5,000 bu. In the pit the most noticeable

POTATOES COMING IN MORE FREELY. 


Early Figures Show the Crop Will Be 
Smaller than Last Year, 


Receipts of potatoes yesterday were 40 cars, 
against 16 the corresponding day a week ago. 
With the increased receipts the market is show- 
ing an easier tendency, although no reductions 
have taken place. 

Concerning the growing crop the Daly Trade 
Bulletin says: It is a little earty vet to indi- 
cate what the yield of the general crop of potatoes 
for the present year will in all probability ar- 
gregate. From the reports that have already 
been received a conservative estimate places it 
at a little over 75 per cent of the production of 
last year. In consequence of a shortage in the 
acreage of something like 125,000 acres as com- 
pared with last year. From the early stock that 
has already come into the market the average 
quality bids fair to be good, but not fine, owing to 
the cold, late spring. In Michigan the acreage is 
smaller than usual, with the growth looking fairly 
well at the present time. The usual acreage is in 
cultivation in Wisconsin. The quality promises 
to be fine, as consignments are already on the 
market. The late crop is in good condition, and 
with beneficial rains indications point to a very 
satisfactory yield. Minnesdta has a much less 
acreage than that. of last year.

Weeessity of Currency Reform Advo- 
cated by Mr. William Cornwell and 
Mr. Charles Swan—Proposed Scheme 

of the Latter Is Extraordinaritly 
‘Futile — But Mr. Cornwell Has «& 


Practical Suggestion to Make— 
Where Danger of Prosperity Lies. 


It is almost useless to expect the general 
public to take much interest in currency 
reform at the present moment. The silver 
snake has been scotched, if not killed, con- 
fidence has been partially restored, a rich 
harvest is assured, and the tide of pros- 
perity is on the rise. And 80 the voices of 
Mr. William Cornwell and Mr. Charles Swan 
are the voices of men calling in the wilder- 
ness; their gospel is for the dead; their 
‘warnings are mere echoes of a nightmare 
of ruin. A very strong recommendation, 
therefore, is necessary in order to induce 
the casual reader to pick up Mr. Cornwell's 
„Sound Money Monographs or Mr. Swans 
* Monetary Problems and Reforms.” 

The latter work may be dismissed in a very 
few words. Mr. Swan states his case very 
clearly, without throwing a particle of new 
light upon the subject. Like Mr. Cornwell, 
he attributes the panic of 189% to the finan- 
cial. position of the government. In order 
to restore confidence all legal tender notes 
must be retired and a new system must be 
adopted.. It takes him two long chapters 
to arrive at this conclusion, and, incidental- 
ly, he goes into a treatise upon money and 
legal tender which might be useful in schools, 
but seems rather unnecessary in an essay 
written for genera! readers. 

Now for the remedy. Destroy the legal 
tender function of the notes on private con- 
tracts and repeal the provision requiring 
their reissue. The business world will then 
present the notes for redemption as fast as 
the need for them in trade diminishes. 
Destroying the legal tender function would 
not invalidate their receivability for public 
dues or prevent their being allowed as bank- 
ing reserves for national banks. 

That is the first step, and after taking it 
in Mr. Swan's company we have no further 
wish to proceed with him any further. It 
Is almost inconceivable that a writer who 
undertakes to advise us upon financial ques- 
tions should be guilty of proposing such a 
childish scheme. Not a word is spoken 
about the necessity of finding gold to meet 
the demand upon the Treasury as soon as 
the government notes, being robbed of their 
legal tender value, are presented for re- 
demption. Not a suggestion is offered to 
meet the difficulty which must instantly 
arise from the contraction of the currency. 
For it must be remembered that these notes, 
once redeemed, may not be issued again, ac- 
' eording to Mr. Swan’s plan, and there will 


pleted and circulation would be simultane- 
Ously contracted, and the greatest panic 
that America has yet seen would ensue. 

Nor is Mr. Swan’s coinage scheme less 
ridiculous. He would throw the mints open 
to silver and gold alike, having first arranged 
for the retirement of the 625 millions of 
silver dollars, which are at present kept at 


gold would then, he tells us,’circulgte 
ly side by side, the silver coin being ac- 
ed only for its bullion value. Evidently 
Mr. Swan has his eyes fixed upon that future 
state of the millennium when the lion shall 
down with the lamb, for that union is far 
more possible than the coöperation of silver 
and gold as mediums of exchange upon an 
equal footing. Our author should go back 
to school and learn again those financial 
axioms which every child is supposed to 
know—not the least important of which is 
that where two metals are put in circula- 
tion the cheaper invariably drives out the 
stronger. 

After dealing with the two main featurs 
of Mr. Swan's so-called remedy for the ex- 
isting evils it is unnecessary to go into the 
smaller details, such as his scheme for using 
paper instead of metal for fractional cur- 
rency, than which no more diabolical plan

Plot Is Free from Fault and Consistent 
Throughout, but the Piece Is Dra- 
matically Weak—An Emasculated 
Melodrama, ‘Which 
Misses Fire—Acting of the Lyceum 

Company Carries It Through, and 
the Stage Setting Is Beautiful. 


“ The Mayflower is an exceedingly pretty 
Play, by the author of Rosemary.“ It is 
written in that old-fashioned language to 
which we have become accustomed in the 
books of Stanley Weyman and the plays of 
Edward Ro There is not a line that does 
not run smoothly, and not a phrase that is 
not expected. The plot is equally free from 
fault. It is perfectly consistent, and com- 
pletely conventional. 

As soon as Gervase Carew and Jack Poyn- 
ings enter the house of Roger Mallory in dis- 
guise in order that the former may make 
love to the old Puritan’s daughter, we know 
there is going to be trouble for an inno@éent 
girl. We are sure the son of Lord Carew, 
who was the bitter enemy of Mallory’s 
father, and the cause of his exile, is bent 
upon extending the feud between the two 
families; we foresee that the honest Jack 
will frustrate his purpose, partly out of 
friendship and partly because he, too, loves 
the beautiful girl. ' 

It is quite natural that the lovers should 
elope just as the Mallory family is leaving 
Plymouth for the new world, and equally to 
be expected that Jack should save the 
foolish Joan from her own ruin and restore 
her to her distracted father in time to catch 
the Mayflower. 


Trouble Over the Outcome. 


We are rather troubled about the proper 
denouement of the drama, when Gervase 
was left in England, while the Pilgrim 
Fathers voyaged to the West, but as soon 
as we discover our friends in New Eng- 
land and learn they have been constantly 
fed. and guarded through the winter by a 
mysterious man of the woods, our difficul- 
ties are cleared away and we know that 
Jack’s love will have to give way before 
the prior claims of his old friend. As it 
turns out, Gervase narrowly escapes death, 
being badly wounded in the arm by one 
of the camp watchers, who has apparently 
been ordered to fire rs and ask for the 
countersign afterwards. 

It is a fortunate occurrence, however. for 
it enables Jack Poynings to give an interest- 
ing display of the human passions. He 
binds his old friend’s wounds, then wishes 
he had not done it, and finally, seeing that 
Joan does not love him and does love Ger- 
vase, makes a OP virtue of necessity and 
surrenders her to the wounded man, re- 
marking plaintively as he leaves the stage 
—— he is going to pick flowers for the wed- 

ng. 

Dramatically Weak. 9 

All this is good and proper and romantic, 
but, dramatically speaking, it is rather food 
for babes than entertainment for strong 
men and women. The book reads prettily 
enough, but the action at first drags wofully 
and in the end is so terribly stagy the audi- 
ence is never properly aroused. 

There is one passage at the end of the sec- 
ond act, where the bereaved father calls 
down curses upon his daughter’s betrayer, 
which is almost moving. Unfortunately 
Jack came back just at the close of the old 
man’s wrathful explosion, carrying Joan in 
his arms, and the instantaneous response of 
providence to the mingled prayer and male- 
diction is a terrible bathos. In genuine mel- 
odrama Gervase would have been thrown 
from his horse and killed, and would have 
been brought in dead just in time to make 
good the curses. That would have been sen- 
sational if nothing else. The return of the 
daughter is only disappointing. 

Nothing we can think of could redeem the 
last act unless it were the introduction of a 
troop of wild Indians. The substitution of 
Gervase Carew in semi-Indian guise does 
not answer the purpose at all. He is too 
harmiless-looking and cannot even speak 
above a whisper. 

Emasculated Melodrama. 


In a word, Mr. Louis Parker's play might 
be made Meg” useful for minor theater pur- 
poses, with few alterations, but at present 
it is an emasculated melodrama which con- 
stantly misses fire. 


Nothing, however, could be better than the 


acting of the Lyceum company. All the 
members of the cast have been well-trained 
in the school of the romantic drama, and 
fall readily into their parts. There are one 
or two beautiful, love passages between 
Miss Mary Mannering and Mr. Hackett; 
there is a splendid old man’s part for Mr. 
Charles Walcot; Mr. Joseph Wheelock does 
most of the comic relief with a fine Dutch 
accent, and Edward Morgan as the faithful 
Jack, and Miss Tyree as the pert Cicely, are 
all good after their respective manners. 

The only thing to be considered is how 
far this kind of play will affect their acting. 
For we should be sorry to see 80 good an 
artist as Mr. Hackett wasted forever on this 
kind of frivolity. And Miss Mannering is 
probably worthy of a better fate than that 
of a graceful model. The pictorial style of 
acting is well enough in its way, but we 
should like to see Miss Mannering forget 
just once that she is the most beautiful part 
of a beautiful stage setting. Every gesture 
and every pose was carefully thought out, 
and the result was exceedingly pretty to 
look at, but altogether unconvincing. 

She did, however, show signs of genuine 
emotion in her love scene in the second act, 
and her posing may well be excused in a 
play where it is not only appropriate but ab- 
‘solutely necessary. The danger lies in the 
effect upon the actress rather than in the 
disapproval of the audiencé. 

Mr. Edward Morgan did what he could 
with the most stagey of all the stagey parts 
and deserved the applause which greeted 
his efforts. 

The minor characters were well filled and 
the stage setting was beautiful.
